But It has remained for Lhe Unllfd Automo- 
bile Workers. C. I. 0.. to lake ihe first, long- 
needed ntep to Implement this disapproval 
with disciplinary measures. 

Under a new and drastic policy, tlie 
U. A. W, win Investigate all work stoppages 
or atrltes by Its members, will reluse "all 
fiervlces" to the membera responsible, and 
will reluse to Intercede In their behalf If 
manftgemcnt takes disciplinary action against 
them. In addition, the International union 
has Instructed local ofllcers to Ille charges 
and prosocuto members responsible for work 
stoppages. If the local falls to do this, Ita 
officials must appear before the Internation- 
al executive board to show cause why such 
action waa not taken. 

In announcing thl-s policy, the u. A. W, 
has a-'iseTted that "an incronslng number ot 
corporations have taken advantage of the 
patriotic rejiolve of our members and have 
deliberately pursued a course Intended to 
deny them their rights under their con- 
tracts and to provoke them Into engaging 
,^.4n-.worJc atoppagcs, the object ijelng to dls- 
-."crefllt our union In the eyc.s ot the public, to 
•j^OiioTixllze union membership, to Inspire re- 
■ ' plfKiBlve legislation against unions, and to 
UltUnatcly destroy the organized labor move- 
•:BJent.'" 

Those are stiff charges, and will probably 
call forth arguments and denial. But It U 
interesting to read with them the almost slm- 
ultaneoufl announcement by the national la- 
bor relations board that fewer charges ot un- 
fair labor practices by employers were re- 
ceived by the NLRB In IQ'ia than In any ot 
the five preceding years. It, as these two 
statements suggest, there hnvo been more 
Instances of unfair practices lately, and few- 
er complaints about them to NLRB, then It 
Ig certainly time that something he done to 
bring these unsettled grievances lo a duly 
authorized agency, rather than let them 
erupt in production-crippling walkouts that 
violate a pledge. 

The new U. A. w. policy promises a fuller 
accomplishment of this necessary action. It 
Is significant to note that the u. A. W. does 
not recosnlzc any provocation as being suffi- 
cient to warrant an unauthorized work stop- 
page. Tills docs not mean that the union's 
members must Gutter in silence. It spurs 
eettlement of grievances by government medi- 
ation. 

This move by the U. A, W. InUmational 
ejcccutlve board Is not only a long-needed 
one, but a very wise one as well. Scrupulously 
carried out. It is almost certain to win back 
much of the public sympathy and good will 
which organized labor has tmqucstlonably 
lost through wartime walkouts.

BATTLE OF FRANCE 

We hear so much ol (actional strife within 
the provisional French government that wa 
are likely to forget the unity, the-bravery and 
the growing strenRth ol the underground 
within Franco Itselt. It was something of a 
surprise, then, to read of a report presented 
to the French consultative assembly In Al- 
giers In which It was disclosed that It Is the 
undergrountl now, and not the occupying 
nazls, that Is presenting ultimatums. 

After patriots blew up a powder factory 
and German-requisitioned hotel In Orenoble. 
the nazla seized 300 hcitngos. The patriots 
told them to release the prisoners or expect 
reprisals. The nazls refused, and the patriots 
then blew up a German barracks, killing 220 
and injuring IBO. 

Thts Is as encouraging as the squabbles 
of De Gaulle, Glraud, et al., have been dis- 
heartening. And it lends strength to the ap- 
peal uttered by an escaped member of the 
undersround to the assembly: "Wo want you, 
too, to be as united- as we arc," 

With the French patriots accomplishing 
BO much against frightful odds, it seems little 
enough for their provisional government to 
give them assurance of appreciation and 
common altn. and let them kno-w that polit- 
ical bickering will be adjourned until the 
great battle ts won.
